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Kabul police kill 
3 demonstrators

NEW DELHI, Dec. 30 (Agencies) — 
Three persons were killed and some 15 
injured when Sonet troops and Afghan riot 
. police fired on a demonstration in the streets 
of Kabul, Afghanistan’s capital, according to 
a diplomatic report received here Tuesday. 

Repeats from diplomatic sources from the 
Soviet news agency Tass, said a group of 
uniformed men tore through the streets of the 
central section of Kabul Monday morning, 
hurling stones at vehicles, street signs and 
buildings. 

Two of the reports agreed the demons- 
trators were policemen who were angry after 
their commanding officer told diem their 
doty hours bad been extended, while a third 
said the rioters could have been either 
policemen or soldiers. 

Some shopkeepers in die central city 
joined the rioting, an Asian source said. 

Estimates of the size of the crowd varied. A 
western diplomatic source said it involved 40 
policemen, -but cautioned that Afghans fre- 
quently use that figure to indicate many peo- 
ple. The Asian source said the crowd was 
“ many more than 40. ” 

Hie sources said there had been frequent 
■ reports of conscript policemen being 
unhappy about extensions of their two-year 
tours of duty, but this was die first known 
revolt on the issue. 

Most shopkeepers pulled down their shut- 
ters during the disturbances and Afghan and 
Soviet helicopter guns hips hovered over the 
city until calm returned to Kabul later in the 
day, the sources said. 

They added that the dty was quiet last 
Saturday, Jie first anniversary of the Soviet 
^military intervention in Afghanistan. 

The only ceremony on Saturday was a 
speech in the People's Palace by President 
Babrak Karmai who came to power in a 
Soviet-backed coup last Dec. 27. 

The official Czechoslovak news agency, 
Ceteka, said Monday that Western reports of 
a strike by Kabul shopkeepers Saturday bad 
been spread by Afghan exiles in Pakistan.

Chief complaints of the estimated 3.5 mil - 
lion private Afghan farmers indude the cost 
and availability of fertilizers and machinery 
and the prices they receive for their produce 
from the state, their principal buyer. 

Some farm union leaders have threatened 
to withhold produce from state shops if the 
high court rules against the union application 

Zarin Khan, a Afghan provincial freedom 
fighter leader, said in Oslo Sunday Soviet 
soldiers in Afghanistan have a low fighting 
morale and have been aided by troops from 
Cuba and Czechoslovakia. 

“ We have learned that the modern Soviet 
war machine is vulnerable,” he told Nor- 
wegian reporters. 

Khan, 45, originally a farmer, was flown to 
Oslo via Pakistan to appear on a TV program 
on die anniversary of the Soviet military 
intervention in Afghanistan Dec. 27 last year. 

“ In Afghanistan the Russian soldiers are 
poor warriors with a low fighting morale. It 
also seems as if they lack unlimited resources 
in this war and must have help from other 
nations. We have seen Cubans and Czechs, 
fight with the Russians, " he added. 

Khan claimed that one year after the inva- 
sion started, the Russians have not been able 
to take one inch of Afghan soil outside the 
areas previously controlled by their 
marionette regime in Kabul. 

“ We hope that diplomatic pressure on 
Moscow will continue until all Soviet troops, 
withdraw. We also hope for more financial 
and material aid. We are optimists and will 
win the fight, " Khan said. 

He said be now leads about 6,000 fighters 
in his home province of Kunar and said there 
are about the same number of farces in each 
of the oilier 29 Afghan provinces. .

CAIRO, Dec. 30 (AP) —Former US. 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger, Sounding 
out Middle East leaders on problems of the 
area, said Tuesday that he had dropped tenta- 
tive plans to visit Jordan on his current swing . 

Kissinger, who met with Egptian Vice- 
President Hosni Mubarak far 80 minutes 
Tuesday before seeing Foreign Minister 
Kama] Hassan Ali, was asked by reporters 
about Jordan King Hussein's statement that 
he would not see Kissinger if be came to 
Amman. 

“I don't think I will visit Jordan on this 
trip," said Kissinger whose itinerary in dudes 
Israel, and other countries in the region. 

Hussein has declined to become involved 
in the U.S -sponsored peace process formal- 
ized in the Camp David agreements of Sep- 
tember 1978 at the end (rf President Jimmy 
Carter’s summit conference with Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat and Israeli Prime 
Minister Men ahem Begin. 

Kissinger ruled out an imm ediate role for 
the Pales tinian liberation Organization 
(FLO) in the ongoing Egyptian-lsraeli peace 
process, saying its participation now would 
"only confuse the issue.” 

Referring to the stalled Palestinian 
autonomy talks : between Egypt, Israel and 
the United States, he said he was “optimistic 
that in the new (Reagan) administration, 
considerable progress trill be made on all the 
issues." 

But he added in response to a question that . 
it was his "view that the PLO at this stage can 
only confuse the issue. At a later stage when 
some progress had been made, then Jet the 
Arab nations discuss it and one can look at it - 
again, but at this stage I cannot see a useful 
role (for the PLO.)”

BAGHDAD, Dec. 30 (Agencies) — Iraqi 
President Saddam Hussein Tuesday stressed 
the need for joint Arab action at a meeting 
with the Arab League 7 s Good Offices Com- 
mittee to end the Golf war which has divided 
the Arab world. 

Speaking with the committee shortly after 
it arrived in Baghdad, Hussein reaffirmed the 
need to respect and honor resolutions passed 
by Arab joint bodies. 

The president said that precise restrictions 
and principles should be agreed on Arab rela- 
tions based on faith in Arab rarity on the face 
of any dangers or threats, Iraqi News Agency 
reported. 

The Good Office’s Committee was formed 


last month by Arab League Secretary-' 
General Chedli Klibi. It indudes the foreign 
ministers from Saudi Arabia, Prince Saud 
Faisal and Muhammad Benyehia. The com- 
mittee will also visit Damascus and Amman. 

Relations between Syria and Jordan have 
beeu under strain because of the Iran-Iraq 
war and the committee is here to “dear the 
atmosphere" and pave the way to better rela- 
tions.” 

IN A later reported that the committee had 
left Bagjhdad. 

The meeting was also attended by deputy 
prime minister and member of the Ruling 
Revolutionary Council, Tareq Aziz, and 
Foreign Minister Saadoun Hammadi.

IDB allocates $790 m

JEDDAH, Dec. 30 — The Islamic 
Development Bank Tuesday alloted $790 
million for 1981, erf which $275 million for 
regular operations; $500 million for financing 
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foreign trade; and $15 million for technical 
assistance. The banks Board of Executive 
Directors wound up its 47th session here 
Tuesday under the IDB President, Dr. 
Ahmad Muhammad AIL 

The allocations for 198 1 will bring the total 
funds given by the Jeddah-based bank to$l !8 
billion since it was set up five years ago. 

The regular operations of the ban k indude 
equity partiripation, leasing and develop- 
ment loans; but most of the funds earmarked 
for 1981 will go to industrial and agricultural 
projects. 

The bank approved the import of crude oil 
worth $20 miflion for Niger from another 


IDB- member state; paper pulp ($8 million); 
and cotton and cotton yam ($12 million); for 
Tunisia; intermediate industrial raw materi- 
als for Algeria ($45 million); urea fertilizer 
for Sudan ($30 million); crude oil for 
Morocco ($20 million) from another IDB 
member state, and for Bangladesh ($20 mil- 
lion) from Saudi Arabia; refined petroleum 
products for Guinea Bissau ($5 million); 
cement and other construction material for 
the Maldives ($3 million); crude oil for Pakis- 
tan from Saudi Arabia ($25 minion); and 
crude oil for South Yemen from Libya ($17 
million); bringing the total amount approved 
for foreign trade financing to $215 million. 

The board also approved the financing of a 
number of projects in member states, includ- 
ing flour mills as well as a cement grinding 
and homogenization plant for Turkey ($ 
6,340,000). The 10B also agreed to partici- 
pate in the equity of a lube oil refinery affili- 
ated to the Pakistani National Refinery ($5.5 
milli on) to zhe present capacity of the refin- 
ery from 82,000 tons to 100,000 tons annu- 
ally. This expansion will save $48 million per 
year for Pakistan and will create 225 jobs. 
The bank will also lend Senegal $3 million to 
'finance a rural development project in the 
Mbour-Louga region. The project wiD help 
improve the performance of 18,000 farmers 
in 152,000 hectares of white maize and nuts 
by using the fertilizers and modem agricul- 
tural methods. Another $6.5 million have 
been allocated for equity participation in the 
’capital of several medium and small indus- 
trial projects in the Cameroon through the 
National Investment Corporation of that 
country.

KUWAIT, Dec. 30 (AP) — An exiled 
Egyptian opposition leader was quoted here 
Tuesday as cautioning against Egypt joining 
die NATO alliance, saying this would force 
other Arab states to join the Warsaw Pact. 

“This would amount to a real catastrophe 
not only fra- Egypt but for all Arabs,” Gen. 
Saad’din Shazli former Egyptian chief erf 
staff, said in an interview with the daily 
A1 -Qabos. 

“If this happens, I doubt the United States 
and its Western allies will provide Egypt with 
sophisticated weapons, because they run the 
risk of finding these weapons taken over by a 
new national regime after the toppling of 
President Sadat,” he was quoted as saying. 

Shazli insisted that the Americans were 
building bases in Egypt, including the Ras 
Banas base on the Red Sea, to accommodate 
30,000 troops. 

“The fallacy President Sadat commits is 
that he gives bases the name of facilities” he 
was quoted as saying. 

Shazli was quoted as saying “the United 
States will not change its policy voluntarily, 
but the Arabs can force Washington to 
change its policies through pressuring the 
United States in terms of oil supplies.” 

Shazli is the secretary-general of the anti- 
Sadat National Egyptian Front He was 
quoted as saying his organization maintains 
'“constant touch with all groups and elements 
inside Egypt seeking to topple Sadat because 
we are sure Sadat will not be overthrown 
except by the Egyptian people ” 

Opposition inside Egypt was growing with 
(he armed forces keen on toppling Sadat 
because he entered into alliances with the 
foes of Arabs and Islam, he was quoted as 
saying. 

He denied his front planned to form a gov- 
ernment in exile, but said it planned to join 
tiie Arab Steadfastness Front grouping Syria, 
Libya, South Yemen, Algeria and the PLO. 

“The forthcoming session of the Front is 
likely to witness our joining," he was quoted 
as saying. 

Shazli, who is currently in Syria, defended. 
tbe Syrian Soviet friendship pact. He said this 
was dictated by Egypt" s withdrawal from the 
battle against Israel, leaving Syria as the only 
confrontation state. “Ihe situation makes it 
imperative that Syria should have a strong 
political ally," he was quoted as saying. 

He also welcomed the projected union 
between Syria and Libya, saying it would 
make Libya a confrontation state adding a 
new dimension to the Arab strategy against 
Israel.

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Talks center 
on weather 
monitoring

JEDDAH, Dec. 30 — Meteorologies] 
department officials here held discussions 
with a United States specialist on airborne 

monitoring of meteorological conditions. 

Fairuz Sharuki, professoral the Univenjty 
of Tennessee, was invited to the Kingdom by 
Dr. Abdullah Al-Qain, assistant director fu- 
tile meteorological department. Sharuki. also 
a United Nations consultanl for the Middle 
East, is a specialist in remote sensing of 
climactic conditions on the ground. The pro. 
cess uses satellites or airborne sensing 
equipment to take photographs of the earth. 
The material is studied to provide an under- 
standing of prevailing geographical condi- 
tions. In addition to discussions with the 
meteorological department, Sharuki plans to 
visit other parts of the Kingdom during his 
stay. 

According to Sharuki discussions centered 
on future activities for the directorate in 
respect to further studies in the Kingdom 
using space age technology to monitor water 
and air pollution, weather, soil mapping, soil 
moisture content and range land studies. 
Sharuki said the talks were preliminary meet- 
ings in which he briefed meteorology 
department officials on the present “state of 
the an" 

The talks have created the groundwork 
and dialogue for remote sensing activity as it 
applies to some areas of the Kingdom. 
Sharuki said. At the very least, the talks 
established guidelines for the next five years 
for department officials who must plan neces- 
sary steps to develop the idea of remote sens- 
ing, be added.

They refuse to see the caller unless be pays 
the bilL Afterpayment is made, be can see 
the official if he so wishes. 

I would uige a discussion of the subject 
which has become a serious concern for 
every citizen. It would help us to know 
whidi of the three is to be held reponsiblc 
for fantastic bills.

UNRWA 
to expand 
vocational 
training 

VIENNA, Dec. 30 — The United Nations 
organization responsible for providing basic 
services to the Palestine refugees plans to 
step up its vocational training effort for the 
young. 

Demand for places is so great that 
UNRWA, the United Nations . Relief and 
Works Agency for Palestine refugees in the 
Near East, has derided to increase the capac- 
ity of its vocational training centers by 13 per 
cent, from 3,460 places to 3,904, with the 
help of the OPEC fund, a UNRWA press 
release has said. 

At present, UNRWA has to turn down 
four applicants out of five for places at its 
centers. 

The centers — in Jordan, Lebanon, Syria, 
the West Bank and the Gaza Strip — offer a 
total of 37 courses in vocations, r anging from 
blacksmith to public healih inspector. Most 
of them last for two years and each year nearly 
1,800 newly-qualified refugees graduate. 

There is a marked trend among the young 
men. especially those in the West Bank, to 
seek employment abroad. Most of these 
graduates however, plan to return to their 
families after a few years. 

In Jerusalem, UNRWA’s West Bank job 
placement officer, Madiha Nusseibeh, says: 
“Practically all the graduates find work, but 
60 per cent erf them, usually those who had 
followed semi-professional courses, leave for 
other Arab countries, especially the Gulf 
States."

Giscard haunted by links with ‘ despicable ’ Bokassa from annu al British awards

PARIS. Dec. 30 (AP) - The trial of 
self-proclaimed Central African Emperor 
Jean Bedel Bokassa has raised fresh ques- 
tions over France's past support of the 
deposed dictator who was sentenced to 
death for crimes including cannibalism, the 
massacre of school chi dren and embezzele- 
mcnt of public funds. 

A jury in the Central African Republic 
capital of Bangui deliberated two horns 
pec. 24 before sentencing Bokassa to death 
in absentia. 

In a front-page editorial, France's most 
respected newspaper has sternly criticized 
President Valery Giscard cf Estaing for try- 
ing to erase his ties to “The Butcher of 
Bangui.” 

“The trial largely confirmed and illus- 
trated the cruelty of Bokassa,” Le Monde 

said in its editorial Friday. “But it could not 
reveal the reason why for so long he bene- 
fited from the aid of France. A country of no 
wealth. Central Africa has little political, 
economic or strategic interest to France.” 

The short, stocky dictator, who rose from 
a poor jungle home to acquire a golden 
crown with a 1 3-carat diamond, has lived in 
exile in the Ivory Coast since a French- 
backed coup forced him to abandon bis 
specially- built two- ton bronze throne on 

SepL 20. 1979. 

The Central African Republic has issued 
an international warrant for his arrest. Polit- 
ical observers say it is highly unlikely the 
Ivory Coast will send Bokassa, 59, back to 
the land he ruled for 14 years. 

In its editorial. Le Monde recalled how 
Giscard cf Estaing had traveled to the Cen- 
tral African Republic to partake in his pas- 
sion for big game hunting, of allegations he 
had accepted gifts of diamonds from 
Bokassa and of how France financed 
Bokassa's elaborate $24 million coronation 
in 1976. 
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Kmperw Bokassa 

“How could the president for so long 
retain dose relations with a man he called 
‘cruel and despicable after his fall?” Le ■ 
Monde asked. “The president's passion for 
hunting neither justifies nor explains all.” 

On the diamond affair, Le Monde wrote, ^ 
“ Whether the diamonds are to be kept, sold 
or returned is of little importance. What is 
important is that they are a sign of a certain 
political policy founded on personal rela- 
tions.” 

Bokassa's rest ties to Giscard tf Estaing. 
whom he often called "dear cousin.” were 
brought up again during the weekend when 
the ex-emperors French lawyer revealed 
he had takea a personal request from 
Bokassa to the French Foreign Ministry. 

The lawyer said Bokassa has asked for 
France's help in convincing United Nations 
Secretary General Kurt Waldheim to set up 
an international commission to determine 
what really happened in Bangui in 1979. 

Bokassa's plea to Waldheim was ironic. 
In 1 972, he had called the U.N. leader a 


G beard d ’Estaing 

“pimp” and a “ colonialist*' after Waldheim 
protested Bokassa's personal participation 
in the public beating of 40 thieves with clubs 
and rifle butts. 

In his message to the French Foreign 
Ministry, Bokassa's lawyer said Bokassa 
wrote, “My 23 years of service under the 
French flag, the strong' ties of friendship to 
France that I fortified as chief, of state of 
Central Africa and, dare I say it, cby very 
personal ties with president of France, 
makes me determined to ask France’s help 
in making sure justice prevails.” 

The French government issued no 
response to the plea, nor did it offer any 
comment on Bokassa's five-day trial. 
Bokassa always has coo tended he was never 
involved in the massacre of about 100 
schoolchildren in April 1979. 

The massacre charges were first given 
credibility by the London-based human 
rights group Amnesty International, which 
said the children bad staged demonstrations 
to protest the cost of an imperial edict 


requiring them to wear uniforms. 

The school uniforms could only be pur- 1 
chased at a shop partly-owned by one of 
Bokassa's nine wives and costS2U each — as 1 
much as a teacher's monthly salary in the j 
Central African Republic. , 

Amnesty International said the children | 
were rounded up after the demonstrations 
and taken to the Bangui prison, where they 
were beaten, tortured, suffocated and shot 
to death. A multi-national African judicial 
commission later determined Bokassa 
“almost certainly' participated in the kil- 
lings. 

The cannibalism charges surfaced when 
troops marched into Bokassa's imperial 
palace outside Bangui after last year's coup 
and found dismembered corpses in the 
freezers. Palace workers said Bokassa and 
his intimates had eaten human flesh at 
ritualistic feasts. 

Bokassa's ties to France date back to his 
childhood when he received minimal educa- 
tion at a French missionary school. He once 
dreamed of studying for the ministry but 
turned to a career in the French colonial 
army. He rose to sergeant and was awarded 
two medals for heroism. 

Bokassa was a great admirer of Napoleon 
and crowned himself emperor wearing a 
coronation costume fashioned by the same 
embroidery house that had made 
Napoleon’s coronation rabes in 1804. 

Bokassa also was a big fan of Gen. 
Charles De Gaulle. At De Gaulle' s funeral 
in 1970, Bokassa broke into hysterical 
weeping and threw himself on the grave 
sobbing: “Papa, papa.” 

After his fall, Bokassa sought asylum in 
France. His personal jet. a gift from the 
French government, landed outride Paris, 
but he was denied permission to enter. 
Bokassa then left for the Ivory Coast, where 
he continues to haunt Giscard <T Estaing. 


Conservative Zurich braces for renewed youth violence 


ZURICH. Dec. 30 (R) — This normally 
pladd center of international business is wor- 
ried about the prospect of renewed youth 
unrest in 1981 after severe rioting last week 
involving a movement opposed to the values 
of Switzerland's consumer society. 

Hopes that the holidays might have 
brought a reconciliation between the youth

ing between demonstrators and police. It was 
the worst violence since last September when 
dty authorities closed a cultural center run by 
the movement. The authorities reported find- 
ing wanted criminals, drags and weapons 
inside. 

The Sodalist Party blamed the new flare- 
up on what it called the dty council's obsti- 


nacy in refusing to allow the renter to re-open 
for Christmas and demanded that the move- 
ment be allowed to re- occupy it for the new 
year. Shortly before Christmas a group of 
left-liberal dergymen and authors tried to 
mediate between the dty authorities and the 
youth movement whose protests against trad- 
itional business values indude a negations 
that youth interests are being repressed in 
ZuridL 


But it was dear that a nudeus of hardline 
militants in the movement was determined to 
reject any compromise. The militants, whose 
slogans indude “make Cucumber Salad out 
of the State.” disputed holiday shopping, 
dosed with riot police outside a high-security 

prison and followed mayor Sigmund Widmer 
to public functions, shouting him down 
whenever he tried to give a speech.

Queen Elizabeth knighted South 
African-born writer and explorer Laurens 
Van Der Post, 74, whose books about Africa 
have won awards throughout the world, and 
broadcaster Robin Day, who is well known 
for his probing political interviews. 

Ballet dancer and choreographer Anton 
Dolin, 76, and Michael Levey, director of 
London's most important museum of paint- 
ing. the National Gallery, also received 
knighthoods. 

Several other figures from the arts and 
show business received awards. They 
included novelist Kingsley Anus and 80- 
year-old comedian Arthur Askey. both made 
Commanders of the Order of the British 
Entire (CBEJ.

THE ARABISTAN CASE 

“Abu Tahrir” and “Abu Karmeh" are two new 
additions to the long list of “Abu’s” the Arab world 
has come to know. The prefix “Abu” in Arabic 
means “father of’ , its usage in a nom de guerre has 
become the custom. The two have emerged for the 
first time in a press conference in which they 
explained the conditions and course of the struggle 
of Arabistan for independence. 

That we have heard of the two men, as well as 
their organization, indicate the existence of a plan 
which has the eventual aim of bringing forward the 
case of the province of Arabistan, which has been 
part of Iran these last 60 years, and its wish to return 
to its Arabism, 

The name “Arabistan” is somewhat vague, cov- 
ering as it does originally the whole of the Iranian 
area adjacent to the Gulf. But more recently it has 
come to mean only the northern shores of the Gulf, 
or the Ahwaz area. And it is in this area that the 
Iraqi army has now dug itself in. 

It is not dear whether Abu Tahrir and Abu Kar- 
meh are talking of the whole of the Arabistan area, 
or only that region which has been the scene of the 
fighting between Iraq and Iran, where the inhabit- 
ants have started dealing with the Iraqi military 
authorities, while some of them have taken up arms 
against the Iranians. 

The presence of an Arab resistance to Iranian 
rule in Arabistan has been known for many years. It 
was first directed against the rule of the Shah, then 
shifted against the Iranian republic when this latter 
failed to include in its constitution any provision for 
the region's autonomy.

LONDON - 

Hie Soviet Union's invasion of Afghanistan was 
one-year-old on Dec. 2S and although Moscow can 
be confident of its control of the country, it has not 
been able to still the voice of protest around the 
world. 

The reason of the Soviet move was best explained 
by President Brezhnev’s official spokesman during 
his recent New Delhi trip. Leonid Zamyatin said 
“We are definitely against the appearance on our 
southern borders of a state that would be hostile to 
us. That would endanger our security ... herein lies 
the crux of the matter.” 

The crux of the matter it is, but the consequence 
in the past 12 months has been that both superpow- 
ers are locked in a dangerous series of escalating 
moves using a country in the Hindu Kush as a 
reason for every extreme policy. 

In November at the U.N., 111 out of the 154 
members voted for a resolution demanding the 
withdrawal of Soviet troops from Afghanistan. 

The West has used the Afghan issue to the max- 
imum to win back favor in the Third World and the 
Islamic countries, and to justify a military buildup in 


the Indian Ocean and the Gulf. 

At the Madrid Conference on European Sec- 
urity, the Afghan issue almost prevented the con- 
ference from beginning. In the U.S. a further $10 
billion is to be added to the military budget,' which 
will push the total for the year to $170 billion, $33 
billion more than last year. 

In Pakistan, the presence of 1,200,000 refugees 
has made the country’s nonalignment fragile as it 
shifts its foreign poljcy toward Increased depen- 
dence on Washington and Peking. India in turn is 
moving closer to the Soviets. 

In a speed! to the convention of the ruling Peo- 
ple s Democratic Party in Kabul, Afghan President 
Babrak Karma! . illustrated how incapable his 
regime is of uniting left-wing forces in the country 
when he said: “The measure for assessing the work 
of every member of the party ... would be the pur- 
suance of eternal friendship and solidarity with the 
Leninist Communist Party of the USSR.” 

The feud between the Parcham and Khalq fac- 
tions of the Afghan Party has defied all attempts at 
reconciliation. Ministers and other officials have 
been killed, exiled and imprisoned in a series of 
purges that restarted in June of this year. KarmaJ 
cannot trust anybody, even to the extent that care- 


fully vetted diplomats sent abroad abscond the 
moment they get the chance. 

The forces opposing the Soviets are not much 
better off. They have failed to set up a united resis- 
tance front. The groups in Peshawar, Pakistan, 
largely from the Pash tun majority in Afghanistan, 
are still bitterly divided and fighting independently 
of each other in the provinces along the border. In 
die interior, various ethnic minorities, the Hazaras, 
Uzbeks and Tajiks, are fighting their own battles 
with little of the material and logistical support that 
the Peshawar-based groups have. 

In the northeast there is a Chinese- backed front 
consisting of Shoiay and Settim-i-Mfili. In the 
southwest there are Baluchi groups who have their 
headquarters in Iran. 

Present Russian tactics, involving the heavy use 
of air power and lightning raids by helicopter com- 
mandos, are proving effective, at least in shielding 
the major urban centers and to some extent protect- 
ing the major highways. If the freedom fighters 
operate in large numbers they are highly visible and 
vulnerable to air attack. If they operate in small 
numbers their inadequate fire power makes them 
ineffective in their ambushes of Russian convoys. 


The most important problem they face is that of 
food. With mud! of the interior empty as the popu- 
lation has fled, either as refugees to Pakistan or to 
the cities, the fighters cannot live off the land. Nor 
can they carry all their food in with them from 
Pakistan. 

All indications from the new team that 
President-elect Ronald Reagan is putting together 
in Washington are that the Americans are going to 
try to consolidate a pro-Western leadership in the 
resistance movement, which at the moment is in the 
hands of various Islamic fundamentalists. 

The main instigator of the new Afghan policy win 
■ be' Robert Neumann, at the moment heading the 
Republican transition team in the Slate Depart- 
ment He was ambassador in Kabul from 1966 to 
1 973 and is well versed in Afghan tribal politics. He 
has already met a number of rebel leaders in 
Washington. 

European plans for a neutral, nonaligned 
Afghanistan, voiced by Britain’ s Lord Carrington in 
the summer, have not even come up for discussion. 
The Soviets want a de facto recognition of the Kar- 
ma] regime before they discuss anything on 
Afghanistan. 


What are the Russians up to in Poland?

LONDON — 

What are the Russians up to in Poland? Indeed, 
are they up to anything at all? Many newspaper 
readers around the world must be asking this ques- 
tion because, after having been prepared for a Rus- 
sian invasion of Poland by warnings from the gov- 
ernments of America and West Europe, nothing 
has happened. 

Soviet tanks have rumbled and Soviet boots have 
marched, but not so far on to Polish territory. 
Perhaps the West has got it all wrong and the Soviet 
leaders never dreamed of intervening in Poland. 

Thai; certainly, is the impression that the Soviet 
and part of the East European press is giving. The 
recent Warsaw Pact meeting in Moscow, according 
to Moscow radio, should put an end to “all kinds of 
fabrications and insinuations relating to Poland”. 

If s useful to remember, though, that while the 
Soviet Union and its allies deny any intention of 
intervening in Poland they have not denied — in 
tact they have carefully re-stated — the principle of 
“proletarian internationalism” that justified the 
Warsaw Pact invasion of Czechoslovakia in 1968. 

The Czech, with the obliging masochism that 


marks their propaganda on this subject, have just 
spelled out what that means. The Warsaw Pact 
invasion of their country, says the official Czech 
news agency, was an act of ” internationalist solidar- 
ity”. Czechoslovakia welcomed it because it 
“rejected the abstract notion of sovereignty of a 
Socialist state, as propounded bfy bourgeois prop- 
aganda.” * 

Reminding the Poles that national sovereignty is. 
for a member of the Soviet bloc, a foolish “abstract 
notion" is one thing. Showing the Poles that the. 
Soviet Union really would intervene, in the name of 
“internationalist solidarity”, is another matter. 

The Soviet reputation for lack- of squeamishness 
is a great help here. Ever since the Lenin shipyard 
came out on strike in Gdansk in August it has been 
assumed that the Russians certainly would invade 
Poland the moment they decided their national 
interest demanded it. Thus the Soviet “right to 
intervene, and its willingness to use that “right” 
have allowed Moscow to exert a steady influence on 
Polish affairs throughout. 

The so far unanswerable question is whether the 
alerting of Soviet forces earlier this month was to 
show the Poles that the Soviet will to intervene, if 


necessary, remained rock hard or whether it was 
preparation for the real thing. The best bet is that it 
was the former, for some of the preparations were 
leaked or signaled to the West. The real thing will 
surely call for stealth and surprise. 

The agitation around the Polish border may have 
been meant to give the Polish leaders more muscle 
in their attempt to take the country in hand — and 
also to make sure they did so with some despatch. It. 
has also underlined what Moscow believes has to be 
done in Poland. 

Premia last week used a review of a new Czechos- 
lovak book on 1968 to restate the “unalterable 
principles” that all the bloc countries must observe. 

They are “the leading role” of the Communist 
Parly; “the role of the Socialist state as a weapon of 
the dictatorship of the proletariat’’ (this sanctifies 
the repressive powers of Soviet-style socialism); 

L ‘ Marxist- Leninist ideology and its dissemination 
by all the mass media”; “Socialist property as 
means of production and the principle of planned 
management in the national economy”; “pro- 
letarian internationalism” and its “consistent 
implementation in foreign policy, particularly with 
regard to the Soviet Union”. 

The point of ail this is to remind the Poles of what 


is expected of them: not so much a breathing space 
for Warsaw as a space for heavy breathing from 
Moscow. But the intriguing question remains 
whether the Russian will to intervene is really as 
strong as they would like the Poles to believe. 

Czechoslovakia in 1968 and Hungary in 1956 
cost Moscow, in the end, rather little. Poland could 
cost them a great deal, not just in bad relations with 
the West and foreign Communists (the Italian party 
would very likely cut its last links with Moscow), but 
in the most appalling mess in Poland itself. 

We know that there were Russians in reasonably 
important positions whd at first watched the Prague 
spring with interest and some sympa thy. There have 
to be Russians today who see the attraction of let- 
ting the Poles try to create a more popular Socialist 
system. Isn’t that better than having to cope with 35 
million viciously sulky Poles and eventually more 
outbreaks Jn other parts of East Europe? What kind 
of security is there in that? 

Can this be reconciled with the “principles'’ of 
Soviet socialism that Pnvda has! just fe-sratcdT’This 
is the question that must be kept in # inind as we 
watch events in Poland in 1981 


Saudi Arabian Press Review 


Newspapers Tuesday mostly led with King 
KhalecTs visit to Hail. In a lead story, Al 
covered the visits of Crown Prince Fahd, Prince 
Abdullah, second deputy premier and commander

Newspapers frontpaged Prince Salman's state- 
ment that the costs of preparations for the Mecca 
Islamic Summit Conference would not exceed 
SR250 million. They also gave front-page coverage 
to the departure of the members of the Arab 
AeconriJiation Committee to Baghdad Tuesday to 
make attempts to dear Arab atmosphere and 
restore solidarity among the Arab states. In a spe- 
cial front-page story ,Al Jamah reported that 150 
students were killed and injured in dashes with 
security authorities in Alexandria last week. It also 
highlighted Netfaeriand’ s denial of the existence of 
any secret project with the nine European states 
aiming at tile stabilization of peace in the Middle 
East. Foreign Minister Prince Saud Al-Faisafs 
statement that “we are anxious to end the rift 
before the convening of the Islamic s um mi l” fig- 
ured prominently in Okaz newspaper. 

Newspaper editorials continued to highlight the 
monarch's visit to the nonhem region oF the King- 


dom. Al Riyadh noted that the leadership's insis- 
tence on building the country from within is a pre- 
lude to reinforcing its outside bases founded on the 
Kingdom's diplomatic activity, which has already 
earned considerable admiration at the world level.

Medical journals report that waterbeds 
have therapeutic value for older persons with 
bade, problems or arthritis.

One of the first medical recommendations 
for the use of waterbeds was made in 1873 
when a London medical journal reported that 
a patient could lie on a water- filled mattress 
for an extended period “and never have a 
bedsore." 

Still, even their most ardent supporters will 

admit that their re-emergence as part of the 
1960s counterculture created some image 
problems for waterbeds. 

Berkeley was to waterbeds what Detroit 
was to cars a decade ago. Bearded business- 
men sold the beds from incense-laden “ bead 
shops” where they were displayed alongside 
cigarette rolling machin es, hash pipes and 
black-light posters. 

There were also technological problems to 
be worked out before waterbeds could crack 
Middle America. Mattresses sometimes 
sprang leaks and the homemade frames often 
were not strong enough to stabilize the mat- 
tress’ movement. Some waterbed users com- 
plained of getting seasick and still others said 
that the water-filled mattresses were too cold 
to sleep on the year round. 

Landlords often refused to rent to people 
with waterbeds, believing that the weight of 
several hundred gallons of standing water on 
the floor of an upper-level apartment could

As for flowers. Princess Grace has no favo- 
rites : “I get as exdted over a field of daisies 
as I do over a cactus flower that blooms one 
night a year — or orchids. I appreciate each 
one in its own natural place.” 

Now that she has written one book, will she 
write another, perhaps an autobiography ? 
She smiles, enigmatically, then answers, “I 
will, someday.” As for all the interviews that 
quote her as saying categorically that she will 
never return to film roles, she explained, "I 
never say anything. 

People always cry to put words in my. 
mouth. I never say * never.’ Who know* s what 
happens in life? It’s very unlikely. But 
‘never ?’ That's a long time. ” 


Silence reigns again in Pompeii streets

POMPEII, Italy (LAT) — Silence has i fai- 
n on the streets and walls of Pompeii in 
J>. 1980 just as it did in A.D. 1979. 

Red circles, lines and checks on a map 
Head on the director's table mark the rav- 
ges of the Nov. 23 earthquake on one of the 
lost predous souvenirs of the Roman 
mpire. This time there was no massive death 
M as there was 20 centuries ago, when Ves- 
vius erupted. This time there was only dam- 
ge to Pompeii's treasures. 

“It is the most serious damage in the three 
inturies since the rediscovery of the buried 
ity and the commencement of excavations, 
aid Dr. Stefano de Caro, resident archeolog- 
it and administrative director of Pompeii. 
The walls and all the artshad lain protected 
order the ash of the eruption for almost two 
niflenia, guarded from damage and from 
ight until that moment erf discovery so viv- 
tfly captured by Lord Lytton more than a 
entury ago : 

“Nearly 1 7 centuries had rolled away when 
he chy of Pompeii was disinterred from its 
ilent tomb, all vivid with undimmed hues, its 
walls fresh as if painted yesterday — not a hue 
•aded on the rich mosaic erf its floors, in its 
‘Otuin the half-finished columns as left by the 
workmen's hand, in its baths the strigil — in 
its theaters the counter of admission — in its 
saloons the furniture and the lamp — in its 
triclinia the f ragmen ts of the last feast — in its 
Ribicula the perfumes and the rouge of faded 
Beauty — and everywhere the bones and 
Actons of dial minute yet gorgeous 
tnachine of luxury and of life. ” 

He brought the city to life in The Last Days 
Pompeu, and the empty streets today 


encourage the imagining o£ those same 
scenes. But the illusion is broken by beams 
across the Via Del Fomina, propping sagging 
walls, and by fences across inviting openings 
where deep fissures threaten to bring walls 
and columns down within the gardens and 
courtyards. Even one erf Pompeif s erotic sec- 
rets, frescoes of couples seeking.' intimate 
gratification, is threatened behind its locked 
doors by the collapse of a tile roof that once 
protected it. 

Setting straight the jolted columns of the 
forum is the most difficult ta sk of the recon- 
struction, De Card said. . 

“We have to decide whether to use the 
original way in which the columns were 
erected or whether to try some new techni- 
ques,” be explained. 

In the golden era of Pompeii, the columns 
at the forum supported an elegant portico 
with a second columned gallery above. Some 
archeologists argue that it was the grandest erf 
all the Roman forums. The breathtaking 
dimensions, 466 by 124 feet, are now meas- 
ured by only a few remnants. yet eveiy visitor 
is still impressed. 

The silence is broken not only by crews at 
work on those columns but by others, nailmg 
barricades, erecting supporters, cementing 

fissures before they widen. m 

“None of the objects from Pompeu suf- 
fered significant damage here, a staff 
member at the National Museum in Naples 

said "Only a candelabra was twisted a little.” 

Most of the great art of Pompeii, including 
the rare bronzes and many of the equate 
mosaics, were taken to the museum to keep 
them out of reach of the thieves who still prey 
on the excavation here. Other parts of the 
National Museum collection suffered serious

damage, including breakage of scores of rare 
Greek and early Italian ceramics. 

Jn Pompeii, director De Caro reviewed his 
list of the most famous works and evaluated 
their condition after the quake : 

— The House of Mysteries, where murals 
dramatize Pompeif s defiance of Roman rules 
against Dionysian initiations: “One small 
crack.” 

— The Temple of Jupiter next to the 
triumphal arches of Caligula and Nero : “ No 
appreciable damage. The walls resisted 
well.” 

— The Stabian Baths : “ We have several 
problems, including deep oblique cracks in 
the external walls where they are joined. " 

— The House of Vettii, the most elabo- 
rately decorated discovery in all of the Pom- 
peii excavations, with frescoes regarded as 
among the most valued relics of the age : 
“ No direct damage, but the earthquake 
exacerbated already existing problems of 
cracked cement. We cannot fail to replace 
this immediately, a problem of the aging of 
the building. ” 

Perhaps 50 damage sites are critical, but no 
major fresco suffered serious damage. And 
the quake's peripheral damage in tboHouse 
of Siricus has brought a rare opportunity to 
rescue a fresco that has lost most of that bril- 
liant color of which Lord Lytton wrote. 

Neglect has been Pompleif s most serious 
problem. “ Before 1975, we had enough to 
cut the grass and not much else. ” De Caro 
said. “ The situation became intolerable. '' 
Even now, one-third of the city remain? 
buried as it was in the year 79, and there has 
been no new dig for a decade. Si g n ifi cantly, 
however, all of the reconstruction work done 
when a new program of financing was 
adopted in 1975 withstood the earthquake 
with no further damage. 

In addition, the reconstruction is compli- 
cated because the people of Pompeii had not 
yet completed repairs from a devastating ear- 
.thquake 16 years before the city was buried 
by Vesuvius. 

After the November earthquake, Pompeii 
was reopened to the public for a week. But 
the gates were dosed again Dec. 8.“ Now we 
are making a survey to see what we can do, ” 
De Caro said. “ We want to develop a safe 
itinerary for visitors. Our own staff has been 
supplemented with some additional workers. 
We hope to open the first area within two 
months. ” 


constitute a hazard to those in the appart- 
ment below. 

”What the industry had to do was educate 
the public”, Henry Robinson, president. of 
the Waterbed Manufacturing Association, 
says. “We had to get rid of the pre-conceived 
concepts about the product before we could 
even think about marketing." 

The fust step the industry took was to take 
the waterbed out of the head shop and place ir 
in stores that were accessible and inviting to 
the majority of the public, stores in suburban 
neighborhoods and shopping malls. 

Ironically, the “ trend- setting" dries — Los 
Angeles and New York — are not today’s 
best markets for waterbeds. Because of the 
size and diversity of the dries, small waterbed 
retailers often find advertising costs prohibi- 
tive. The best areas for waterbed sales are 
medium- sized, sophisticated urban centers 
like Phoenix, Boulder, Colo., and several 
Florida dries. 

Wateibed prices are generally comparable 
to the cost of conventional beds, ranging from 
$200 upward. 

One feature the industry doesn't ballyhoo 
much is bow waterbeds are supposed to 
enhance one’s sex- life. “I'm sure a lot of 
buyers are thinking sex when they come in to 
look, but waterbeds are so beneficial in other 
ways, we don’t have to talk about thar.” one 
salesman said, “anyway, you don't to talk 
about that,” one salesman said. “Anyway, 
you don’t talk about sex when you're trying to 
sell waterbeds in Peoria.” 

As the industry was dying to re-position its 
image, it got a little outride help. Research on 
the medical benefits of waterbeds began get- 
ting nationwide attention. The reports stated 
that use of waterbeds provided relief for 
insomnia, arthritis and backaches. Pregnant 
women found it more comfortable to sleep on 
waterbeds and burn victims found sleeping 
on waterbeds reduced pressure and pain. 

Improvements in the technology of 
waterbed construction also helped to boost 
sales. Mattresses made from a tough, 20-mil 
polyvinyl chloride are now placed in a 
polyvinyl chloride safety liner in order to 
reduce chances of leakage. Frame and ped- 
estals provide needed support and equalized 
weight distribution on apartment floors. 
Finally, thermos tat- con trolled beaters that 
regulate water temperature put an end to 
complaints that the mattresses were some- 
times too cold to sleep on. 

The biggest fight the industry had in gain- 
ing acceptance was with landlords. Although 
there has never been a documented case of a 
waterbed crashing through an apartment 
floor and falling through the ceiling of the 
apartment beneath it, landlords took such 
stories as gospel and often refused to rent to 
wateibed owners. 

To combat this problem, the waterbed 
manufacturers began a three-pronged prog- 
ram. First, they set industry-wide safety stan-

UPM library is first 
with automated system

DHAHRAN — Over the next 12 
months, the Central Library of the Uni- 
versity of Petroleum and Minerals (UPM) 
will undertake the most important conver- 
sion ever attempted by a Saudi Arabian 
library. 

In an agreement reached last summer 
with IBM, the UPM library is to adopt a 
fully automated system of bibliographic 
services. 

Known as DOBIS/LIBIS, the system, 
which was developed in the 1970s at the 
University of Dortmund in Germany and 
the Catholic University of Leuven in Bel- 
gium, will result in a full range of com- 
puterized library operations. 

Users sitting at IBM 3278 CRT termi- 
nals installed across UPM campus will be 
able to view catalog listings of the Central 
library’s books, journals, and films much 
as they previously might do only by con- 
sulting the card catalog at the library itself. 

English will be the language of dialogue 
for UPM’s DOBIS/LIBIS system, 
although the university s extensive Arabic 
collection win ultimately be accessed by 
searchers at Arabic- language terminals. 

dards. This information was circulated 
among apartment owners so they would 
know about the built-in safety features of 
waterbeds. 

An education program was initiated by the 
industry in order to answer the most common 
questions about waterbeds. The manufactur- 
ers emphasized that the floor weight of the 
beds was measured in pounds per square foot 
and that the typical waterbed weighs less per 
square foot than a refrigerator.

UPM’ s first venture into automated lib- 
rary services occured nearly two years 
ago, when, under the direction of Dr. 
Saleh Ashoor, Dean of Library Affairs, 
on-line searches of U.S. data bases were 
made by means of the UPM telex 
facilities. Starting in January the telex 
link will be replaced by a terminal operat- 
ing at a significantly higher speed. 

Besides the speed and thoroughness of 
DOBIS/LIBIS, the new system permits a 
networking technique whereby a searcher 
at one IBM terminals can access not one 
but all the collections of participating lib- 
raries. 

A demonstration of DOBIS/LIBIS is 
scheduled for the library's Open House, 
January 18, from 12:30 to 4:00 p.m.

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Indonesia raises 
crude oil prices 


JAKARTA, Dec. 30 (R) — Indonesian 
crude oii prices wiB go up by $3.5 barrel 
across the board from Jan. 1, but premiums 
on certain exports are to come down, a 
spokesman for the state-owned oil company 
Pertamina said Tuesday. This means that the 
benchmark medium crude oil goes to an offi- 
cial price of $35 from $31.50. 

The light crude oil benchmark official price 
goes to $36.45 from $32.92. 

The Indonesian move had been expected 
and is in line with similar increases by other 
members of the Organization of Petroleum 


Exporting Countries (OPEC) following their 
meeting in Bali, Indonesia, earlier this month 
at which they agreed to a pricing formula 
allowing most of the 13 members to raise 
tariffs by up to $4 a barrel. 

Venezuela has announced a $3 dollar 
increase to a $38.06 marker price and Saudi 
■Arabia, the world's biggest exporter, 
announced at Bali that it bad raised its price 
from 30 to $32 a barrel. 

Libya is expected to announce this week 
that it will increase its high quality brega 
crude by $4 a barrel to 41 — die maximum 
price set by the oil ministers at Bali. 


Discovery of natural gas 
disclosed by U.S. company 


DENVER, Colorado, Dec. 30 (AP) — 
Chevron USA Incorporated has found an 
“important” extension of a natural gas field 
in southwest Wyoming's portion of the over- 
thrust belt — one of the most active oil and 
gas development regions in the lower 48 
states, Chevron officials said Monday. An 
industry expert who asked not to be named 
said the new discovery was “an excellent 
one” for the overthrust belt He noted that 
the gas from the well is “sweet gas” — mean- 
ing it does not contain sulfur that must be 
taken out before the gas can be sold. 

The overthrust belt, which has produced

primarily sulfur- bearing “sour gas” in the 
past, is a mineral-bearing region some 
geologists believe extends from Alaska to 
Central America. 

The belt is believed to be richest on the 
Utah- Wyoming border. Chevron made rts 
latest discovery in Uinta county, Wyoming, 
near that boundary. 

Chevron officials said the new find extends 
the boundaries of the east painter reservoir 
field farther to the east. For about a year, 
Chevron has been pursuing a theory that 
three fields — Painter, Carter Creek and 
Clear Creek — actually may be on giant field. 


LONDON, (AFP) — The year 1980 has 
been a good one for owners of bulk carriers 
and other freighters despite the slowdown in 
the world economy. They benefited from 
record freight rates, which were on the whole 
unsatisfactory for tanker owners, hit by the 
recesson in the world oil industry. 

RUESSELSHEIM, West Germany, 
(AFP) — Opel, the West German motor 
company, has dedtied to lower the prices of 
most of its models it announces. From Thurs- 
day, the Opel Kadett will cost $50 less and 
Asconas, Mantas and Rekords will be $150 
cheaper. The rebates will rise to $806 for the 
Opel commodore. Only luxury models, such 
as the Monza and the Senator, will not benefit 
from reductions. 


NEW YORK., (AFP) — Chemical Bank, 
the sixth largest bank in the United States, 
Tuesday followed the example of two other 
major U.S. banks by lowering its prime rate 
to 20.5 per cent last week the Chase Manhat- 
tan Bank, which ranks third among the U.S.

Destruction less than expected 

Iraqi oil reserves promote projects 


By Paul Eedle 

BAGHDAD. Dec. 30 (R) — Oil is Iraq's 
most potent weapon in its war against Iran, 
bringing Baghdad the money and bargaining 
power to wage a prolonged battle of attrition 
against its neighbor. Oil exports are down to a 
third of their pre-war level but still earn more 
than $30 million a day from customers glad of 
even reduced supplies. 

Diplomats also argue that huge oil reserves 
give Iraq a powerful lever to persuade gov- 
ernments and companies to go ahead with 
development projects despite the fighting 
and to sell military and other supplies vital to 
the war effort Iraq has financial reserves 
estimated at $35 billion, but military experts 
say the three months of fig hting so far will 
already have cost several billions of dollars. 

This is one reason Iraq took the risk of 
resuming oil exports late in November 
depute the danger of Iranian air attacks on 
pipe lines and pumping stations. 

Sabah Kachachi, industrial planning 
adviser at the ministry of planning, told 
Reuters: "The export of oil will be large 
enough to bring enough revenue to finance, 
required development projects and perhaps 1 
the war effort without too much reliance on 
available reserves.” 

Domestic fbd 

Diplomats said another reason for resum- 
ing exports was that Iraq needed gas pro- 
duced with the oil for domestic fuel, espe- 
cially since half its refinery capacity is out of 
action and there are shortages of some 
refined products. Iraq needs some military 
supplies and other equipment such as road- 
building machinery to support its advance 
into the Iranian oil province of Khuzestan. 

But the Soviet Union, which sold Iraq 
much of its weaponry, has stayed neutral in 


the war cutting off one important source of 
supply. Diplomats and businessmen report 
that Iraq is giving priority in allocating its oil 
exports to countries which can help the war 
effort, such as France and Yugoslavia. 

In general trade France and Yugoslavia, 
together with Jordan, are also most favored 
countries. Jordan is Iraq's staunchest suppor- 
ter in the war and provides a vital route for 
supplies since the main Iraqi ports on the 
Gulf are closed. France relied on Iraq for 
about 25 per cent of its oil needs before the 
war and was already a major trading partner. 
It is supplying Iraq with audear technology 
and has signed big arms deals, inducting one 
for 60 Mirage figber planes due to be deli- 
vered next year. 

Nooaligned status 

Yugoslavia is a dose friend partly because 
of its status in the nonaligned movement, in 
which Iraq President Saddam Hussein seeks a 
leading Iraqi role. The next nonaligned sum- 
mit conference is to.be held in Baghdad in 
1982. Kachachi said most of the damage 
caused by the war had been to oil installations 
although actual destruction had been far less 
than officials expected. 

The danger of attack has caused as many 
problems as Iranian bombs and shells 
because installations had to be dosed down 
as a precaution, diplomats added. 

At present Iraq can. export oil only through 
two pipelines to Turkey and Syria. Its main 
oil loading terminals 20 km out in die Gulf 
have been subject to Iranian air and sea. 
attacks and the computerized control center 
which operates them is out of action, dip- 
lomats said. 

Oil Minister Tayeh Abdel- Kaxim said in 
Kuwait this month Iraq was exporting mare 
than one million Barrels Per Day (BPD) and 


that thk would rise to two million BPD within 
three months. Before the war Iraq was pro- 
ducing 3 .6 milli on BPD and exporting about 
3 million. 

the rated capacity of the pipeline to 
Iskanderun on Turkey s Mediterranean coast 
is about 700.000 BPD and die line to Baniyas 
about 900,000 BPD. But Kacbadii said the 
Turkish pipeline would take up to one million 
BPD. 

Good maintenance 

“You can exceed rated capacity with good 
maintenance he said. In the longer term, 
when the war is over Iraq will almost certainly 
regain its position as the second biggest 
exporter in the Organization of Petroleum 
exporting Countries (OPEC) because it is 
committed to a huge program of economic 
development for which it needs oil revenues. 

As part of its long- term plans Kachachi 
said Iraq would continue to increase its crude 
oil production capacity. “We will provide 
expanded capacity but produce according to 
the market and die revenue we need,” he 
said. 

Industry sources said Iraq has already 
boosted production from two million BPD in 
the last two years and is expected to increase 
capacity to a maximum of about five million 
BPD in the mid 1980s. The oil money will 
finance massive development schemes in 
agriculture, education, industry, communica- 
tions and public services. 

The Baghdad government is well aware of 
the danger of too rapid economic develop- 
ment based on oil income. “Without social 
development, economic development will 
create situations whereby society might 
explode from within, Kachachi said. “The 
Shah's mistake was not economic develop- 
ment, but he fell short on the social develop- 
ment aspect and it exploded in his face.” 
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Foreigners 
encouraged to 
invest in Peru 

UMA. Peru. Dec. 30 1 R) — A cootiu^ 
sial new petroleum law aimed at auiBcrino 
foreign investment and maintaining p^.® 
position as a net oil exporter came into f && 
Tuesday. The law allows foreign oil fm® 
invest in schemes to recover more oil fj 0o 
existing wells in association with the state 
company Petroperu and offers them lai co^ 
cessions if they reinvest in oil prnductioa 

It was passed by congress two weeks aa> 
but its promulgation by President Fernando 
Belaundc Terry was delayed because of con- 
troversy over its provisions. Energy 
Pedro Pablo Kuczynskj said the law 
essential to save Peru from having lo import 
oil within three years, but critics led bv 
former Finance Minister Javier Silva 
accused the government of surrendering the 
country's oil weal dr to the multinational ^ 
companies. 

Silva Ruete said the law would cost Pern S3 
billion over the next 25 years. Peru produces 
about 200.UU0 Barrets Per Day (BPD) of 
which about 80.000 are sold on the spot mar- 
ket. 

Promulgation of the law coincided with an 
announcement by Petroperu that a major 
new well had been sunk in the northeastern 
jungle, which is expected to produce almost 

5.000 BPD initially, rising to a possible 

1 0.000 BP D. The field s recoverable reserves 
are estimated at 20 million barrels. 

Peru became self-sufficient in oil three 
years ago but domestic consumption is rising 
by between eight and 10 per cent a year. 
According to Kuczynski only one new 'well 
has been drilled this year and existing wells 
are not being fully exploi ted because Petrop- 
eni does not have the necessary finance. 

The only three foreign companies which 
operate in Peru at present are Occidental and 
Bel co of the United States and the Argentine 
company Bridas. Under agreements signed 
earlier this year they hand over 50 per cent of 
production to Petroperu and pay taxes on the 
remainder. This leaves them with nine out of 
every 100 barrels they extract, a percentage 
which Kuczynski says has discouraged 
investment by other foreign firms.

Hie bidding by tbe op- 
ponents often helps declarer to 
choose the best method of 
play. .When the , opponents 
have been sflent throughout 
the bidding, declarer will 
sometimes find it difficult to 
guess how tbe adverse cards 
are divided, since be has little 
to go on aside from the plays 
the defenders make. 

But if either or both op- 
ponents have entered the bid- 
ding, declarer frequently ac- 
quires valuable information 


that enables him to find exact- 
ly the right line of play. 

Let’s consider tbe present 
case and first assume that 
East-West stay out of the bid- 
ding completely. West leads a 
spade and South wins East’s 
king with tbe ace. 

There are several ways 
declarer can approach the 
play, but let’s suppose he 
starts by leading a low heart 
to dummy's jack. It turns out 
that this sound approach to the 
play rings the death knell for 
declarer. East wins the heart 
with the ace, returns a spade, 
and there is nothing South can 
now do to make the contract 

But with East entering the 
bidding as shown, South 
should have no trouble bring- 
ing home tbe contract. Miss- 
ing only 12 high-card points, 
declarer can readily conclude 
that East must have the ace of 
hearts for his takeout double 
of one diamond. 

Once declarer mafcgg this 
assumption, he is on Easy 
Street. At trick two he plays 
the jack of diamonds to the 
ace and returns a low heart 
fromdummy. “* 

What can East do against 
this cunning play? If he rushes 
up with the ace. South has nine 
tricks without a finesse. Alter- 
natively, if East follows low on 
tbe heart lead from dummy, 
South wins with the queen and 
establishes his clubs to assure 
nine tricks. Hie bidding tells 
tbe tale!

TEHRAN, Dec. 30 { AP) — The head of 
[Tan’s hostage negotiation team said Tuesday 
his government would listen to any United 
States counterproposal that was acceptable 
to the Algerian government concerning 
Iran's demand for $24 billion. 

He also accused President-elect Ronald 
Reagan of bluffing and acting like a Hol- 
lywood cowboy, and threatened that the hos- 
tages would be tried if Iran’s demands were 
not met. 

Behzad Nabavi, the head of the negotia- 
tion team, told a news conference in Tehran 
that if the U.S. government comes up with 
another from of guarantee that met Iran's 
four conditions for release of the 52 Ameri- 
can hostages seized 423 days ago “it would be 

acceptable in our view" 

“As I said before, as far as we have con- 
cluded there is no other way for guaranteeing 
the undertaking of Americans,’* he told 
reporters. “1 said we are ready to listen to 
everything but it's natural the U.S. is looking 
for excuses and has nothing to say." 

Nabavi confirmed Prime Minister Muham- 
mad Alt Rajai* s proposal over the weekend 
offering to drop the demand for the financial 
guarantees in favor of immediate cash pay- 
ments followed by arbitration on unresolved 

Rajai rejects 
Soviet note 

TEHRAN. Dec. 30 IR) — Iranian Prime 
Minister Muhammad Ali Rajai Monday 
night brushed aside a Soviet protest over an 
attack on the Soviet Embassy here by Afghan 
demonstrators, Tehran radio reported Tues- 
day. 

Soviet Ambassador Vladimir Vinogradov 
delivered a protest note Monday night to 
Rajai. but the prime minister rejected the 
Soviet charges that Iranian authorities knew 
of the attack in advance, the radio said. 

Demonstrators protesting on the first 
anniversary of Moscow intervention in 
Afghanistan broke into the embassy com- 
pound Saturday, smashed windows and 
burned the Soviet fiagbeforei they were 
ejected by Iranian authorities. 

Court prevents 
Jiang witnesses 
from being called 

PEKING, Dec. 3D (AP) — Mao Tse- 
Tung’ s widow asked for various witnesses to 
appear at her trial on persecution charges, 
but the court ruled they had no relation to the 
case. Communist China’s official Xinhua 
news agency reported Tuesday. 

Xinhua did not identify the witnesses nt>r 
specify evidence which it said Mao’s widow, 
Jiang Qing. also wanted presented. The spe- 
cial coun cut short her final aigu merits Mon- 
day and ordered her thrown out of court after 
she shouted. “ 1 am prepared to die" and" It is 
right to rebel," and kept attacking the court, 
Chinese sources reported. 

There still was no word on when sentence 
would be passed on Jiang Qing and nine other 
leaders of the 1966-76 Cultural Revolution, 
a decade of purges, factional fighting and rad- 
ical leftist policies. All face a possible death 
sentence, and in Jiang Oing & case the pro- 
secution urged death. But it appeared that 
many Chinese were not aware of that. In f ilm 
seen on television and in official accounts, the 
prosecution urged “ severe punishment ” 
according to article 103 of the criminal 
code. ” 

Article 103 provides for the death penalty 
in case of severe harm for an offense, but 
many Chinese don’t know that. Seen on tele- 
vision. Jiang Qing gave one him of what kind 
of evidence she wanted presented. 

She disputed the prosecutor’s argument 
that she claimed to represent Mao, the party 
chairman who died in 1976 and still is 
respected as the nation's founder, even 
though his ideology-first policies have been 
discarded. 

It was not only Mao. she said, but the whole 
central committee headed by Mao. She raid 
she had letters in her safe referring to central 
committee decisions that she wanted to show. 

The prosecution listed some of the perse- 
cution charges against her and challenged her 
to state that Mao had told her to torment 
people ranging from President Liu Shaoqi 
down to a sanitation worker who had been 
named a national model worker. She is 
accused of having had both persecuted to 
death.- 

She argued that she never had heard of 
seme of the crimes attributed to her, and that 
she didn’t recognize the model worker, 
Xinhua said she also accused the court of 
" nitpicking” and “ using this small matter 
and that small matter to defame me, " pic- 
tured herself as a defender of the Cultural 
Revolution, and complained that some exon- 
erations in the past four years, since her 
arrest, amounted to reversing rightful ver- 
dicts. 

In the strongest public statement yet on 
Mao. the prosecution said she was respons- 
ible for the plight of the Chinese people in the 
Cultural Revolution, but that his great con- 
tributions to China still outweigh his mis- 
takes. 


issues while Iran continued to bold the hos- 
tages. 

Asked about Reagan's description of the 
hostage taking as a form of kidnapping com- 
mitted by bart>arians, he replied: “I person- 
ally consider these threats as bluffs especially 
oq the part of the aew U-S. administration 
which wants to gain prestige by frightening 
revolutionaries of the world. 

“Wc consider the statements of Mr. 
Reagan as those of one who still thinks be is 
playing in a Western film. We don't take his 
statements very seriously."* 

Nabavi also warned that if the US. gov- 
ernment tried to dodge or delay its response 
to the Iranian demands, the government 
would proceed with the conditions set out b> 
Majlis. “If the decision of the Majlis is not 
completely met. they (the hostages) will be 
tried," he said. 

He claimed the U.S. and Iran were in 
agreement over the immediate return of 
about $13 billion in Iranian wealth, and said 
Iran would be willing to await the outcome 
arbitration proceedings concerning the other 
$i 1 billion demanded from the U.S. prior to 
release of the hostages. 

“We cannot be content with some papers 
signed by Carter or Reagan," he said. “ If the 
U JS: can propose another way which contains 
a kind of guarantee acceptable to the 
Algerian Government it would be acceptable 
in our view.” 

Iran wants the U.S. government to deposit 
the money with the Algerian Central Bank to 
cover claims on the wealth of the (ate Shah 
Mohammad Reza Pahlavi and Iranian assets 
frozen in U.S. banks. It also wants the U.S. 
government to stop all lawsuits against Iran. 

Iran s parliament Speaker Hash e mi Rof- 
sanjani said Monday the U.S. should be given 
□me to work out any legal problems it might 
encounter. 

U.S. officials in Washington insisted Mon- 
day that the United States would not accede 
to Iran's demand foT $24 billion in guaran- 
tees. 

An official, who asked not to be identified, 
said the Tehran regime could get several bil- 
lion dollars in assets immediately if the hos- 
tages were released.

Farmers stage protest 

Polish union ruling put off 


WARSAW, Dec. 30 (R) — The Polish 
Supreme Court postponed Tuesday a deci- 
sion on whether to legalize an independent 
union of private farmers. 

Court officials said the hearing had been 
postponed to enable relevant international 
conventions to be translated into Polish. The 
date for a new hearing had not yet been fixed 
they said. 

Earlier, 2,000 farmers demonstrated out- 
side the court building to press their case for 
official recognition, which was refused by a 
lower court Iasi October. 

The *■ Rural Solidarity" union which claims 
to represent one million of Poland's 3.5- mil- 
lion private farmers has threatened to with- 
hold produce from state buyers if their union 
is not legalized. 

The demonstrators carried placards saying 
“Rural Solidarity is what we need if there is to 
be enough bread" and “Private fanners feed 
the nation — don" t treat us like hired bands.” 


Private farmers work SO per cent of the 
land and complain that state farms get the 
bulk of government funds and equipment but 
are less efficient than themselves. One 
demonstrator complained that fertilizer and 
cattle fodder could be obtained only by brib- 
ing local officials. Another said be had waited 
10 years for a tractor and finally had to buy a 
used model from the state farming associa- 
tion at twice the price of a new one. 

Yet another farmer said animals were 
dying at state purchasing centers for lack of 
transport or because processing plants were 
overloaded. An adviser to Rural Solidarity 
said he was pessimistic about the outcome of 
Tuesday’s bearing. He felt the authorities 
would regard the new body as another area 
outside Communist Party control. 

He said refusal to register the union would 
violate international conventions, signed by 
Poland, giving every person the right to join 
trade unions.

Police raid 
Italy jail; 
guards safe 

ROME, Dec, 30 i AP) — A daring police 
raid rescued 18 prison guards held hostage by 
rebelling inmates and struck a firm blow at an 
apparent left-wing terrorist plan to cause 
trouble in Italy's prisons, government and 
police officials said. 

"The state has won a battle with the key 
help of the carabinieri,” said Francesco 
Mazzola, deputy secretary for security forces 
for Premier Arnaldo Forlani. "The victory 
demonstrated the state s capacity to act with 
decisive firmness ” 

Thirty carabinieri commandos, known as 
"leather heads,” and local police used plastic 
explosives to blow their way into Trani prison 
in southeast Italy and capture about 70 rebel- 
lious inmates. Four prisoners and 23 hostages 
and police were hospitalized with injuries 
after the rescue but nobody was hurt seri- 
ously, hospital officials said. 

The prisoners, reported to include some of 
Italy’s most notorious urban guerrillas, seized 
the unarmed guards Sunday to press 
demands to close Trani and nine other 
maximum-security prisons where terrorist 
suspects are held. 

The rebels bad home-made bombs, some 
rigged from coffee pots, and sharp instru- 
ments similar to screwdrivers, police said. 

“We were cairn because we knew they 
(they prisoners) weren't armed. It wasn't 
possible to predict that they would have the 
makeshift bombs” Giuseppe Brunetti. 
prison director, said. 

Two spokesmen for the rebel convicts said 
their uprising was linked to the kidnapping of 
Judge Giovanni D'Urso by the Red Brigades 
on Dec. 12. The leftist terrorist gang is still 
bolding D’Urso, a top official in the national 
prison system, and threatened reprisals if any 
of the prisoners at Trani was injured. 

. "The government should know that any- 
thing if s plotting to repress die struggles of 
the proletarian prisoners at Trani will pro- 
duce an immediate response from the Red 
Brigades," said a typewritten note delivered 
. to two Rome newspapers before the assault 
at Trani. 

Dollar, gold sag 
in quiet trading 

LONDON, Dec. 30 (AP) — Softer dollar 
interest rates pushed the dollar down on 
world money markets Tuesday, while gold 
prices also sagged in very quiet trading. Lon- 
don’s five bullion houses fixed a recom- 
mended morning gold price of $587 a troy 
ounce, down from $594 late Monday. 

“There isn't anything doing at all at pres- 
ent,” said one bullion dealer. 

In Zurich, gold traded at a median $588.50 
an ounce, down from $598.50 on Monday. 

Earlier in Hong Kong, gold dosed at 
$590-06, down $13.70 from Monday's rate: 

Gold dosed at $584.50 in late New York 
trading Monday, down $23.50 from last 
Wednesday's pre-Christmas price. 

Silver was quoted in London mid- morning 
at $15.70 an ounce, down from $16. 

In London, the pound was worth $2.3720, 
up slightly from $23655 Monday. 

Earlier in Tokyo, the dollar closed at 
205.40 yen after opening at 206.40 yen. 
down considerably from Monday's dosing 
207.85 yea. Although it climbed to a high of 
206.90 atone point, persistent selling pushed 
it down to a 21-month low of 205.30 yen 
before the slight rise at the dose. 

Dealers attributed the dollar’s weakness to 
the continued fall of U.S. interest rates from 
pre- Christmas record levels. American 
National Bank and Trust Co. of Chicago cut 
its prime rate a full 1% -percentage points to 
20 per cent on Monday.
